That Mr. W atson was employ ed by 
the National M anufacturers associa­ 
tion during the special 
session of 
cong ress in 19 09 to attem pt to hav e 
inserted in the then pending tariff bill 
a prov ision for a tariff commission. 
This he admits and has admitted on 
sev eral occasions. 
That the National M anufacturers 
association financed 
Mr. W atson's 
campaig n 
both 
for the nomination 
and election as g ov ernor of Indiana 
in 19 08 . 
This the former cong ress­ 
man denies. 
That 
Col. 
Mulhail 
ordered six 
•cocktailss sent to his room in Indiana 
polis during Mr. W atson's campaig n 
for g ov ernor in 19 08 for Mr. W atson 
and the latter 
consumed them all. 
This Mr. W atson characterizes as an 
unmitig ated lie, without one iota of 
truth. 
“Col. Mulhail relates a story about 
m y capacity for strong drink,” said 
Mr. 
W atson 
this 
morning , 
‘,that 
would ev en prev ent me from bring ing 
•a libel suit, because if I drank at one 
time the amount 
credited to me I 
could not possibly hav e prov ed that 
while I g enerally drank, I was nev er 
drunk.” 
Mr. W atson continued to show the 
immor of such a charg e. He pointed 
out that, had he been a drinking man, 
he would not, while he was eng ag ed 
in a campaig n on a county local op­ 
tion platform , be so 
indiscreet or 
show such a lack of political sag ac­ 
ity as to drink six cocktails in the 
presence of a man with whom he was 
scarcely acquainted. 
“The story recalled by Col. Mul- 
tiall is a pure fabrication,” he said, 
“ based on no facts whatev er. 
It 
would hav e been the heig ht of folly 
for me to take into my confidence, 
ev en if I were accustomed to such 
thing s as drinking six cocktails, or 
any number of them, a man whom I 
hardly knew when I was being a t­ 
tacked on all sides by all classes of 
people, including the brewery inter­ 
ests, and being charg ed with insin­ 
cerity .”

Admiral Brown’s death was caused 
by a leaking heart v alv e and dila­ 
tion, an affection from which he had 
suffered for three or four months. He 
had been confined to his 
room for 
about six weeks.

| from other complications. 
From the time of his appointment 
as a cadet at Annapolis until his re­ 
tirement in 18 9 7, 
Admiral Brown’s 
life was filled with activ ity and ad­ 
v enture. 
His career as a cadet w as^eaP e(^ inJury 
decided on in the mot casual day , 
He was walking with his father, W. 
J. Brown, then a 
representativ e 
in 
Cong ress in Washing ton when a uni­ 
formed nav al officer passed.

The boy turned and reg arded the offi­ 
cer with admiration.

Althou gh tin? end of the lobby inv es­ 
tigation in Washington is u ot y et in 
sight, a sweeping bill to regu late lob­ 
by ing and restrict certain of its forms 
has 
i>eeu 
introdu ced 
by 
Senator 
Thompson of Kansas 
Penalties u p to 
$10,000 and imprisonment not ex ceed­ 
ing tiv e y ears are prov ided. 
It is ex ­ 
pected that u bill along the lines of 
Mr. Thompson's proi>osals will be pre­ 
sented by the lobby committee with its 
report. 
Mr. Thompson’s measu re throws no 
restrictions arou nd the activ ities of 
.priv ate citizens in their own behalf. 
Indiv idu als employ ed by other per­ 
sons or by corporations are div ided 
into two classes—legislativ e cou nsel 
and legislativ e agents—and detailed 
prov isions are made for their control. 
His bill distingu ishes, howev er, be­ 
tween persons employ ed in behalf of 
priv ate measu res and those su pporting 
measu res as representativ es of the 
“whole people of the United States.” 


Bill Defines Lobby is ts . 
The term “legislativ e cou nsel” as de­ 
fined in this bill shall apply to any per­ 
sons employ ed to appear before either 
hou se of congress or its committees or 
su bcommittees and present briefs or 
oral argu ments or ex amine witnesses 
with a v iew to affecting legislation. 
“Legislativ e agents” are those who 
seek to accomplish these ends by any 
other means. 
The bill creates a joint congressional 
committee on lobby ing, to consist of 
fiv e senators and fiv e representativ es, 
with a clerk at a salary of $2 ,5 00 and 
an assistant clerk at $1,8 00. 
The 
clerk 's du ty wou ld consist in k eeping 
two dock ets, in which shall be regis­ 
tered legislativ e cou nsel and legislativ e 
agents, with detailed statements of 
their employ ers, the time of their em­ 
ploy ment and the v ariou s su bjects of 
their activ ities. Ex cept iu the class of 
claims against the gov ernment, legis­ 
lativ e agents and cou nsel are forbidden 
to accept employ ment for contingent 
fees. 
The bill strik es at former senators 
and members of the hou se serv ing in 
the capacity of lobby ists by prov iding 
that no lobby ist shall go on the floor of 
either hou se or in the adjoining cloak ­ 
rooms or reception halls while that 
hou se is in session. As former senators 
and representativ es are practically tin 
only agents who wou ld hav e the right 
to the floor, this prov ision is ev idently 
aimed at them. bu t. does not apply to 
the representativ es of a state or other 
local gov ernment. 


R egis tration Requirem ents . 
The requ irements for registration do 
not apply to persons su mmoned by 
committees to testify before them. Bu t 
if an agent files a brief u nder the 
terms of this bill he may l>e requ ired 
to su pply additional copies for the u se 
of the docu ment room. 
The penalty for v iolating the law for 
Indiv idu als is fix ed at a fine not to ex ­ 
ceed $10,000 or imprisonment for fiv e 
y ears. Corporations employ ing legisla­ 
tiv e cou nsel or agents in v iolation of 
the act are su bject to the same fine, 
while their officers, cognizant of the 
v iolation, are liable to imprisonment 


IS IT BOAT OR AIRSHIP? 


H arbor Offic ials and Aero Club D is ­ 
agree A bout Hy droaeroplane. 
“When is a boat not a boat?” or 
‘When is an aeroplane not an aero­ 
plane?” 
The fly ing boat dev elopment of the 
hy droaeroplane has raised this qu es- 
ion, and no one appears to be able to 
satisfactorily answer it 
The officials whose du ties inclu de the 
Hiforcement of Uncle Sam’s harbor 
regu lations maintain that it is a boat 
ind as su ch comes u nder the regu la­ 
tions gov erning motorboats and there­ 
fore mu st comply with the law by car­ 
ry ing the stipu lated equ ipment of sig­ 
nal born, lights, life preserv ers, etc. 
On the other hand, the Aero Clu b of

Sending cardboard models of school- 
hou ses by parcel post is the latest de­ 
v ice of the United States bu reau of 
edu cation for arou sing interest in at­ 
tractiv e school bu ildings at low cost 
for ru ral commu nities. 
The models 
are made to fold flat and are shipped 
by mail to local au thorities, normal 
schools and other agencies for u se du r­ 
ing a limited period- 
A nu mber hav e 
already been sent to points in the west 
and sou thwest. 
Models for one, two and fou r room 
schools are prov ided. 
The bu ildings 
are planned esi>ecially for ru ral com­ 
mu nities where low cost is the first 
essential. 
They represent the v ery 
latest ideas in school architectu re; they 
are u u u su ally attractiv e to look at; 
they are u p to the minu te in hy gienic 
arrangements, y et they are within the 
means of the smallest commu nities. 
The bu ildings were designed by Dr. 
F. B. Dresslar. specialist iu school hy ­ 
giene of the United States bu reau of 
edu cation, and then work ed ov er by 
two well k now’ll firms of school archi­ 
tects, Cooper & Bailey of Boston and 
W. B. Ittner of S t Lou is. The models 
show all the details within and with­ 
ou t, and they are constru cted to scale. 
Fu ll directions accompany them. 
It is believ ed that these models will 
be of great assistance to school au ­ 
thorities iu small ru ral commu nities 
who cannot afford to engage a school 
architect, y et are amlfitiou s to hav e 
their schoolhou se u p to date In ev ery 
particu lar. 
With one of these models 
to wrork from, Dr. Dresslar asserts, 
any carpenter will be able to bu ild a 
schoolhou se for his district that will 
meet ev ery modern requ irement.

TO SEEK CAUSES OF CRIME. 


Chic ago 
Es tablis hes 
Laboratory 
to 
Mak e Blood Tes ts on C rim inals . 
To determine the cau ses that create 
crime Chicago has established a labo­ 
ratory as an adju nct to the coroner’s 
office in that city , and Dr. William 
Du ncan McNally , chief chemist of the 
city health department, has been placed 
in charge by Coroner Hoffman. 
It 
is ex i>ected tliat the resu lts obtained 
by the newly established laboratory 
w’ill be as v alu able as they may be 
startling and will prov e to be a great 
factor in determining the u nderly ing 
cau ses of criminality , not only in Chi­ 
cago bu t in all great cities. 
Blood tests are to be made of per­ 
sons conv icted in the morals cou rt of 
Cook cou nty to determine if disease 
was a contribu ting cau se of their down­ 
fall. 
Not only will an effort be made to 
learn with scientific ex actness the link 
between crime and disease, bu t the 
blood tests are to pav e the w’ay to 
cu res of the diseases which are cau s­ 
ing the tendency to crime. 
Carefu l comparisons will be made of 
the reasons of blood tests of different 
persons accu sed of the same ty pe of 
offense. This will be done with mi­ 
nu teness In the case of persons con­ 
v icted of crimes where moral degener­ 
acy play ed a part. In addition, chem­ 
ical analy sis will be u sed in the fer­ 
reting ou t of crimes of all k inds.

which will tu rn the light of pu blicity 
u pon many men who hav e long since 
ceased to be members of congress and 
some of whom are in their grav e. 
The pu blication by a New’ York pa­ 
per of the confessions 
of a former 
Washington lobby ist with details as to 
names 
and incidents has added fu el 
to the 
fire that 
has been started by 
the inqu iry already u nder way as the 
resu lt of President Wilson’s charges. 
Colonel Martin D. Mu lhall’s sworn 
statement, following closely on the 
heels of the Lov ett ex posu re of the 
Wall street holdu p and the activ ities 
of the beet su gar people, has arou sed 
Washington on this su bject as it has 
nev er been arou sed before, and imme­ 
diate steps will be tak en to probe the 
entire lobby sy stem. 
Senator Ov erman, chairman of the 
committee which is already mak ing an 
inqu iry into the activ ity of lobby ists 
in regard to the tariff bill and the Lov ­ 
ett charges, annou nced that his com­ 
mittee w’ill tak e u p all the accu sations 
made by Colonel Mu lhall, the former 
lobby ist for the National Association 
of Manu factu rers. 
Senator Ov erman 
already has su bpoenaed Colonel Mu l­ 
hall to appear before his committee 
on Ju ly 8. 
This inqu iry by the senate commit­ 
tee, howev er, probably will not satisfy 
the members of the congress, who are 
boiling with anger ov er hav ing had 
their names dragged into the Mu lhall 
statement in a general w’ay withou t 
any specific allegations against them. 
They will u ndou btedly demand a spe­ 
cial inqu iry by a committee of the 
hou se of representativ es 
into 
the 
Mu lhall charges. 
Mu lhall’s charges will certainly re­ 
su lt in a thorou gh inqu iry into the ac-* 
tiv ities of the National Asosciation of 
Manu factu rers in congress, bu t this as­ 
sociation will not remain qu iet and 
su bmissiv e u nder the probe. 
An in­ 
v estigation of the manu factu rers’ lob­ 
by is fou nd to lead to an inv estigation 
of the labor lobby , which manu factu r­ 
ers charge has been continu ou s and 
persistent in its efforts in Washington 
for many y ears. 
Only a few men inv olv ed by Mu lhall 
in his sweeping charges are now’ mem­ 
bers of congress or in Washington. 
From sev eral who are here, howev er, 
came indignant denials of the Mu lhall 
accu sations, some of them conv incing 
and some less so. 
James A. Emery , cou nsel for the N. 
A. M., whom Mu lhall describes as the 
present lobby chief, issu ed a scorching 
statement against Mu lhall. He charg­ 
ed that Mu lhall had been discharged 
by the N. A. M., a y ear ago and had 
u ndertak en by repeated pleadings and 
threats to reinstate himself in the em­ 
ploy ment of the manu factu rers. 
Em­ 
ery enters an emphatic denial that the 
N. A. M. has engaged in improper or 
illegitimate activ ities in Washington. 
He characterizes as a “sinister and 
diabolical 
lie*’ 
Mu lhall’s intimation 
that any of the men named in his 
statement w’ere ev er in the employ of 
the association directly or indirectly , 
whether in or ou t of pu blic life. 
While Mu lhall’s statement contains 
many facts that are of a damaging 
character to members of congre^, 
past and present, sev eral glaring in­ 
accu racies in his statement of facts 
already are apparent Mu lhall’s activ ­ 
ities in Washington and the interest 
tak en by the N. A. M. in congressional 
campaigns has been generally k nown 
here for a good many y ears. 
It was 
v ery ev ident that not only the Manu ­ 
factu rers association, bu t the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor was tak ing 
an activ e part in fu rthering or oppos­ 
ing the re-election of many congress­ 
men.
